AbfolvU unlimittid Powers, fays he, in one Per/on^ feems to 
have been the firfi jtrnd natural Recourfe of Mankind from Dif- 
order an J Rafine^ Mnd fvch a Government muft he acknowledged to 
be better than no Government at all. But all Rejlriflrons of Power 
made by Laws or Participation of Sovereignty among jeveral Per' 
fans are apparent Improvements made upon what began in that un- 
limited Power. This is what Ceems reafonable to common Senfcy and 
the manner of maintaining jibfolute Deminion in one Perjon where^ 
ever it fubpfls^ verifies the Obfervation, For the fubjeRicn of the 
J^eopU to fucb Authority is fupported only by Terrors^ fudden and 
private Execution and Imprifonment^ and not as with happy Britons 
ky the Judgment in Cafes of Liberty and Property of the Peers and 
ifeigbbours of Men accus d and profecuted. . This Abfohte Power in 
one Perfon as it is generally exprefs^d^ is not indeed Government \ 
but at befi ClandeJUne Tyranny^ fupported by the Confederates^ or 
rather Favourite Slaves of the Tyrant.

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The Declarfttion of Rights which was agreed upon by the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, the ift ofjvly i58&, Ihews 
the juft Refentraent of the People of Engldnd^ of the Ty- 
ranny of that Reign, to which their Glorious Vote of the 
Vacancy of the Throne put an end. The Lawfulnefs of Re- • 
liftance was averted in the moft Solemn manner^ at the - 
Tryal o!^ the Incendiary^ and pwn'd by the moft Eminent of 
his Council. And as the Clergy oF London^ Ciid in a notable 
Addrcfs of theirs, They did Withfiand^ z,iciA again will Wuh^ 
ftand, when Nature is provok'd to Rebel againft Principle, 
when indeed Principle and Nature goes together^ Liberty, 
is as old as Law in tht EngUjh Conftittition ^ and there can * 
be no Liberty, where there is not a Right to Defend it. 
The abovemention'd DtclaratUn of Rights in England was 
followed by another in ScoHandy where the Scots Nation de- 
clare, They did but in that Cafe Findicato their Uhtnks 
as their Ancefiers in like Cafes had ufually done.

* roughs of this Ifland, that Pofterity may know ho\V' much 

* their Anceftors fuffered, and how much more they were in 

* Danger of fuffcring, from a Popifh Prince ; and that they

* Deliverer, the Immortal King W^/LL/^iWi to whom, un*

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This prudent Forefight gave Birch to another Aft of Par- 
liament, to fettle the Succeffion on the HOufe of HmiBvtr.

* mains of his Invaluable Life, in contriving how the moft 

* pure Relicion, and the beft Laws in the Univerfe, might 

* be tranfmitted to late Pofterity. 

* The lift mentioned Afts of Parliament are the Legacy 

* that great Prince left the English Nation, infinitely more 

* valuable than if he had, without them, left Places and 
^ Principalities to each of his Subjeds. 

* The Memory of that great Benefaftor to Mankind will 
' always be dear to every Briton^ i^ho loves the Religion and 

* Laws of his Country, and is an Enemy to Popery and Ar-

^ nefs of a limited Monarchy circnmfcribed and fenced about

< which hath the fame number of Lords and Commons for 

< England that were before the Union; fo that the Scots Re- 

* prefentatives can make no ftajid in the Defence of 
^ < all, or any of the Articles of the Union, fhould they be

* mons of England j and therefore it is moft plain, from the

and I doubt whether if the direft Line of the Blood Royal 
of France were to be followed, it would make for the Ti- 
tle of his prefent moft Chrlftian Majefty. But to come 
to frefh Inftanccs, in which Great Britain it fcif hath not 
been unconcerned. What Right, by the contrary Rule, could 
the Duke o^ Savoy have to the Kingdom ot Sicily^ or the 
Eleftor o^ Bavaria to that of Sardinia? Can Great Britain 
help to advance Men to other Thrones, and have no Power 
in limiting its own ? Has not Lewis the XlVth given us 
frefh Inftances oF fuch Innovations in his own Family ? Or 
can Men think he is not in Earneft, in excluding faisGr/md* 
fon the Kin^ot Spain and his Defcendants, from the Crown 
of France-^ and the Dauphin and Duke of Berry^ and their . 
Defcendants, from the Crown of Spain? And if fuch Sa- 
cred Things as Kingdoms themfelvesmay be thus difpofed 
of out of the Right Line, not by any Refignation that can 
in any equitable Senfe l>e called voluntary, but apparently \ 
for meer Realons of State and Ambition, certainly the 
£nf/i4 and Scotch^ for Prefervation of Religion, Liberty 
and Property, the Effential Benefits of Life, might with 
more Juftice lettle their Crown in the f'roteftant Line in 
the manner they have done, excluding all the nearer Princes 
of the Blood that are Papifts- 

As te what this Author fays of the French many Inftances 
might be given, the breaches made there upon their Una- 
lieiablc Indefeafible Right, infinite are the Examples of it

Hunc vvltis hunc jubetis 
ijfe Re fern. This is he, xffhom you Will and Require to he your 
King, which is fpoken to the People whofe Eleftion is men- 
tion'd, and the King caird Eleft. fn the Form of the G)- 
ronation* publifh^d by Hugo Menardec BenediEline^ Lexpis Tilth 
acknowledges in FhiUf de Covnines^ that the King o^ France can* 
not make Peace or War without the Confent of the States 
General, by whom their Hillory informs us, all Kipgs are 
liable to be depos d, as v^^as Childericky father of Qovis^ as 
was alfo Lewis the Good by an Aflembly of the States at 
Thionvilk. The fame wc find by Charles the Great, and of 
Charles the Simple. Hugh Cafel was chojfiti King in Prejudice 
of the Rights of Charles of Lorraine^ the next Heir of Lewis 
the Vth, for no- other Reafon but becaufe Charles feem'd to 
be in the German Itttereft. The Succeflbrs of this Charles Zit 
the Princes now Reigning in Lorraine^ in a Slavifh Depen- 
dance on the French King, to whofe Dominions their own 
Hereditary Right is fo well aflerted. TwouM be endleft ii 
I (hpuM go about t« fay ajl that might be faid topfove that 
Liberty is the Right ot French Men as well as others j and 
^tis in Violation of that Right, that the Bourhon Family have 
reduc d that one free Conftitution to its prefent Miftrablc 
Condition. I fhall content my felf with one Proof morci 
which is that of Monfieur Joly^ a Canon of the Church of 
Paris^ who in the Year i 5?, publifli'd a Book with this 
Title, Important Maxims for the Edication of a King. In which 
he very vigoroufly affirms by the Teflimony of Kings them- 
felves, Chancellors^ Minifters of State, Lawyers and Htfto- 
rians of France^ that they were always of Opinion in that 
Kingdom, That the King holds his Authority from the People % 
That the Porrer of the King /i limited*^ That the French Monarchy 
is a Monarchy allfd and tem'er'^d with Ariflocracy and Demo- 
cracy i That the Kings can do nothing without the States General^ 
which is the very fame thing with our Parliament*, That 
the Judges are the People'' s Officers'., That the Words fo much ahu^i^ 
fuch is OvT Plealure, f^ify only^ This is the Decree ^f Our 
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auni\ffyvdk^$hfti 5 TUt fhiy b^vt nc Xi^ht to hvy^ my Im- 
fbjkim WifbiM th C^f/int 9f^-tbe StMer. Aud many other 
Art^elMtffthCliteNEtiire. A9 fo f tiftancet out of our own 
Lt1)trs and Hiftoriw^ it wonM l^tiaft{if«ldt)ftt to give what is fo 
wen known. The Lineal Succeffion iince the U)iA}ueror hfts 
been broken almofi as often av it has been kept, and Ire 
who have fo man^ Kings in our Statute Books, whofe Au^ 
t^rity gave Sandioii to our Laws, and who had themfclves 
no pretence to a Titlt by Defbent, Ihou'd of all People be 
mad to aflert Prindples, which were never praftis'd, and 
have no Foundation in Scripture, Law or Reafon But moft 
mad are they, who having the Law and the Government a- 

?Littff then>, pretend to advance Tenets which are made 
reafon by fo many Recent Statutes. 

* Whenlreflefton thefemany folemn ttrong Barriers of 
Laws and Oaths, of Policy and Religion of Penalties with- 
out, and Confcience within, methinksall Fear vaniflieth be- 
fore them. It feems APk^ntom only that difappears with the 
Light ; and I begin to hope it is as ridiculous and groundlels, 
as the Artifice of fome Men endeavour to reprefent it. But 
my Thoughts will not let me reft here y I ask my felf, be* 
fore I am aware, WhataretheMarksofa lafting Security? 
What are our Tempers and our Hearts at Home ? — In 
what Hands is Power lodg'd Abroad ? Are our unnatural 
Divifions our Strength ? Ur it is nothing to us which of the 
Princes of Europe hath the longeft. Sword? The Powerful 
Hand that deals out Crowns and Kingdoms aU around us, 
may it not in time reach out a King to us too ? Are there 
no Pretenfions to our Crown that can never bc^revived ?— .

^ ways triumphant in their £ncroachments on their Keigh-* 
^ hours ^ from the number of their Troops, theiF early ta^- 
^ king the Field, the Remifoiefs of Cbeir Enemies, joinU 
^ with their happy manner of interpreting the Senfe of their 
^ Leagues and Treaties, they liad always fuccedeJ in every 
^ thing they undertook ( the long Series of their good For- 

* tune made them arrogate to themfelves the Titles of //y/rrpiV^. 
^ Mtd Invincihlt'^ but the deftin'd Time came, and they were 

* to their Cofts as fully convinced of their Miftake by the Bra- 

* very of the Brit^ Troops, under the Conduft of her Ma- 
^ jefty's late General, the great Duke of Mdrth^r^ugh. 

We had the Glory of having delivered the Germdn Empire 
from the Tyranny of France^ and fettled the Imperial Scepter . 
in the Hand of Leopold j we had deliver d all Europe^' by the 
Valour and Conduft of that ever Vidoriou^ General, from 
the Slavery of an Univerfal Monarchy in the Houfe of Bout'- 
Ifon. The Duke of Marlborough^ in a Campaign, recovered 
thofe many Towns in the Netherlands^ which France had beent 
Twenty Years buying and taking ; that Illuftrious Prince, 
having beaten the Armies and MarefcbaU of France all round>. 
made the Citizens of Paris tremble in their Houles, and 
wanted but One Campaign more, after he had laboured in- 
defatigaWy, to put a Glorious end to the War, by a Treaty 
of Peace at the Hague ^ to end it by dellroying the Power of 
France^ beyond recovery, and once more Spreading the £»r- 
lifli Banner in the Bowels of Franco^ notwithftanding whidi 
as our Author tells us.

of Arms between Grent Britain and France is Proclaimed 
at the Head of the. Armies. The Britijh, in the midft of 
the Enemies Garrifons, withdrew themfelves from their 
Confederates. The French, now no longer having the ffr/- 
tensy or their great Leader to fear, aflfeft no more ftrong 
Garriibns and Fortified Camps; but attack and rout the 
Earl of jilhemarU at Denain^znA neceflitate the brave Prince 
Eugene to abandon Z^t^^/rery, ^ Place of fuch Importance 
that it gave entrance into the Heart of France of which 
the Frertch King was to fenfible, that before he was re- 
covered from his fright, he acknowledged he in a man* 
ner owed his Crown to the Sufpenfion of Arms between 
him and Great Britain. The Sufpenfion is followed by a 
a Treaty of Peace at Vtr^cht. The Peace is concluded 
between Great Lritain and France : and between France and 
the States General.

I fiiall not prefume to enter into an Exa- 
tnioation of the Articles of Peace between us and France ; 
but there can be no Crime in affirming, (if it be a Truths

The Butcheries of the Bloody Irijb Papifts^ ought to
